REPORT OF THE 


Superintendent of Schools. 


To THE ScHoo.t Boarp or HI... 


GENTLEMEN: 


I herewith present my second report as the superintendent 
of the schools of this town. 


In the report of a year ago it was noted that the school 
system of this town had been changed from a nine year basis 
to that of an eight year system. During the past year a class 
has been graduated under this eight year course and the records 
received from the academies and high schools which these grad- 
uates have entered show that they are making most creditable 
standings and proving that the change was justifiable. 


The town has been most fortunate in retaining the teachers 
at the Village school for another year. These teachers have 
given of their best efforts and their success is clearly seen. They 
are hampered, not by the number of pupils, but by the number 
of grades, but that seems unavoidable. 


At the Center, Miss Mildred Harper succeeded Miss Per- 
kins, who resigned, in September. The different spirit toward 
school work and the very marked increase in the efforts and 
the consequent scholarship of the pupils of this school speak 
louder than words can, of Miss Harper’s success. A class in 
sewing has been started in the school and the girls are taught 
the various stitches, the care of the clothing, and simple em- 
broidery. They also prepare and serve some warm article of 
food for their lunches either in the nature of a warm drink as 
cocoa or a soup or stew, thus giving them some instruction in 
the principles of simple cooking as well as doing away with the 
cold dinners of the past. 


The building at the Center needs much repairing. New 
windows should be put in and the outside painted; a new floor 
in the shed should be laid and the closets entirely remodelled. 
At the Village, new adjustable desks and chairs were installed 
during the summer vacation. These have not only added greatly 
to the appearance of the rooms, but by being fitted to the indi- 
vidual pupil, correct improper sitting positions, lessen the fa- 
tigue of the pupil and lessen the problems of discipline. A 
concrete walk to the north entrance of the building is much 
needed.

In making the appropriations for the coming year, the 
district must make provision for the increased cost of school 
supplies, some of which have increased over two hundred fifty 
per cent in cost during the past year. It is probable, too, that 
the rates of tuition in the academies and the high schools which 
our pupils attend will be increased another year. 

I fully believe that our schools are as well equipped and 
obtain as successful results as the average town of our size but 
we desire our schools to be above this average and to this end 
we are working and to that end we solicit the help and co-opera- 
tion of the parents. 

I desire to express to the teachers my appreciation of their 
efforts of the past year and to thank the members of the school 
board for their loyal support.
